We  mailed 
out  1 >702  census  forms  and  most  were  returned 
promptly.  By  June  1st  we  completed  our  census  reports 
and  counted  4>083  residents.  We  had  513  school-age 
chl Idren. 

At  that  time  we    had  registered    voters  In 

Eastham*  1>606  Independents*  686  Republicans  and  419 
Democrats. 

We  have  so  many  new  residents  In  Town  and  we 
encourage  them  to  come  Into  Town  Hall  and  register  on 
our  census.  Anyone  who  Is  unable  to  come  Into  Town 
Hall  or  who  needs  help  filling  out  the  forms  may  call 
us  for  assistance  and  a  registrar  will  visit  your  home 
to  assist  you.  We  also  encourage  you  to  register  to 
vote  at  that  time. 

Anyone  who  Is  unable  to  come  Into  Town  Hall  to  vote 
may  call  for  an  absentee  ballot  and  we  will  mall  one 
or  bring  It  to  your  home.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


This  past  year*  your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been 
coping  with  both  the  usual  and  unusual  situations  that 
confront  the  Town  on  a  regular  basis.  Ironical ly# 
most  of  our  efforts  have  been  addressed  to  septage  and 
solid  waste*  specifically  the  Three-Town  Septage 
Plant*  now  nearing  completion*  and  the  SEMASS  Energy 
Recovery  Plant*  due  to  be  In  operation  In  late  1988. 
The  Town  must  be  ready  to  transport  our  Solid  Waste  to 
the  Plant  In  Rochester  and  have  our  Solid  Waste 
Transfer  Station  In  place  at  that  time.  At  this 
writing*  we  are  still  exploring  the  most  effective  and 
economical  means  of  approaching  this  problem. 

This  past  year  saw  the  Town  vote  for  four  separate 
overrides  of  Proposition  2  1/2.  These  votes  were  for 
funding  an  addition  to  the  Elementary  School*  an 
addition  to  the  Library*  a  purchase  of  land  for 
conservation  and  recreational  use*  and  a  needed 
override  to  fund  monies  necessary  to  operate  the  Town. 
Because  of  the  restraints  of  Proposition  2  1/2*  and 
the  Increasing  burdens  of  growth  and  development*  the 
Board  sees  an  override  to  meet  municipal  requirements 
as  a  possible  annual  procedure. 

This  year  also  witnessed  the  emergence  of  Eastham's 
primary  encounter  with  the  multlfaceted  problems  of 
affordable  housing.  We  signed  an  agreement  with  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Partnership*  designating  Eastham 
as  a  Partnership  Town  Involved  In  the  Home-Ownership 
Opportunity  Program. 

Naturally*  our  constant  concerns  for  the  water 
resources  of  Eastham  and  the  environment  are  ever 
present. 

Looking  to  the  future*  we  foresee  another  year  of 
diverse  and  Important  decisions.  Our  attention  will 
be  Involved  with  the  continuing  Issues  carried  over 
from  years  past*  and  will  Include  looking  to  Hazardous 
Waste  disposal*  septage  updating*  fee  structure  review 
and  related  municipal  activities. 
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As  we  reiterate  every  year*  we  welcome  any  Input 
our  taxpayers  wish  to  bring  to  us.

During  the  past  year*  the  Finance  Committee  has  met 
regularly  to  review*  discuss  and  make  recommendations 
on  matters  which  have  financial  ramifications  to  the 
residents  of  Eastham.  The  committee  has  met  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  each  month  to  transact  the  business 
before  the  Board  and  be  available  to  any  Town 
resident*  department  or  committee.  In  addition*  many 
meetings  were  held  to  review  budgets  and  articles  In 
order  to  arrive  at  recommendations  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  Special  Town  Meetings. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  continued  to  work  closely 
with  Town  officials  to  maintain  fiscal  responsibility 
and  stability.

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ASSESSORS'  BOARD  REPORT 


On  January  1*  1987^  the  Town  of  Eastham  had  6>052 
taxable  real  estate  accounts  and  2,622  taxable 
personal  property  accounts.  Total  valuations  rose 
from  $486,554,716  on  January  1,  1986,  to  $502,893,048 
on  January  1,  1987,  representing  a  growth  of 
$16,338,332. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  a  public  hearing  on 
September  9,  1987,  In  accordance  with  Chapter  369  of 
the  Acts  of  1982  on  the  Issue  of  allocation  of  the 
local  tax  levy  among  the  five  property  classes.  As  a 
result  of  this  hearing,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  set  one 
tax  rate  for  all  classes  of  property  at  $8.77  per 
$1,000.  The  school  rate  Is  $4.12  and  the  general  rate 
Is  $4.95.  This  rate  was  certified  and  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  on  September  17, 
1987. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  a  most  capable  staff, 
consisting  of  an  Assistant  Assessor  who  Is  a 
Massachusetts  Accredited  Assessor,  a  full-time 
Assistant  Assessors'  Clerk  and  a  part-time  Assistant 
Assessors'  Clerk.  They  handle  a  rigorous  work  load 
which  Includes  a  constant  review  of  all  property 
sales,  the  processing  of  approximately  800  transfers 
and  the  recomputing  of  approximately  60  subdivision 
and  survey  plans.  In  addition,  approximately  600 
value  changes  were  made  this  year,  necessitated  by  new 
buildings  permits  and  the  updating  of  previously 
Incompleted  structures. 

Required  steps  were  taken  to  Implement  exemptions 
In  the  following  categories:  84  for  veterans;  5  for 
the  blind;  21  for  the  elderly;  3  deferrals  and  3  for 
hardship.  Real  estate  abatement  applications  numbered 
12  this  year,  while  those  for  personal  property 
totaled  30. 

Our  Fiscal  Year  1989  Reassessment  Program  and 
contract  was  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Revenue  per  a  letter  dated  September  25,  1987.  The 
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United  Appraisal  Company  Is  In  the  preliminary  stages 
of  that  program. 

Most  of  the  records  of  the  Assessing  Department 
have  been  computerized  to  provide  even  better  service 
to  the  community  and  Its  taxpayers.

This  year  we  hope  through  annual  Town  Meeting  to 
add  a  full-time  clerk.  The  incredible  amount  of 
paperwork  associated  with  Inspections*  appeals 
processes  and  special  Interest  groups  overwhelms  the 
present  staff.  This  In  turn  frustrates  the  dally 
process  of  accommodating  the  town  residents'  needs* 
other  town  Departments  and  normal  dally  scheduling.

Our  Call  Force  numbers  22  at  this  time.  They 
continue  to  be  supportive  to  the  needs  of  our 
community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  challenges  that  have  faced  the  Board  of  Health 
In  the  past  year  grew  in  complexity  and  numbers. 
There  was  a  marked  increase  in  hazardous  waste 
incidents  to  which  the  Board  and  the  "first  response 
agencies"*  such  as  the  Fire*  Police  and  Natural 
Resource  Departments  responded.  These  were  either 
gasoline  or  fuel  oil  spills  or  leaks  and  the  Town's 
efforts  were  reinforced  by  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  and  Environmental  Department.  Their  personnel, 
together  with  the  resources  of  the  laboratory*  quickly 
and  efficiently  determined  the  type  and  potential 
severity  of  these  Incidents*  capabilities  which  the 
Town  does  not  have. 

The  Board  continued  working  with  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency*  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Quality  Engineering*  the  U.S.  Geologic  Survey  and  the 
Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission 
in  preparation  of  the  final  draft  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Aquifer  Management  Program  (CCAMP)  report  on  water 
quality  and  flow  in  Eastham.  This  activity*  together 
with  the  Board's  assessment  of  our  future  needs*  gave 
rise  to  the  creation  of  the  Water  Resources  Advisory 
Committee  which  will  advise  the  Town  on  matters 
relating  to  the  protection  and  utilization  of  the 
sources  of  potable  water. 

Much  of  the  time  and  effort  of  the  Board  has  been 
devoted  to  two  widely  publicized  activities;  the 
resolution  of  our  solid  waste  dilemma  and  the 
"coming-on-line"  of  the  Tri-Town  Septage  Treatment 
facility.  Countless  hours  of  study*  meetings  and 
reviews  were  spent  to  ensure  that  the  recommendations 
and  commitments  made  were  In  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

Although  the  Wellfleet  Home  Health  Agency*  our  home 
health  care  provider*  changed  its  name  to  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  of  Outer  Cape  Cod*  the  mission  of 
furnishing  quality  health  care  at  reasonable  rates  to 
our    citizens    remains    the  same.    Direct  costs  to  the 
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Towns  continue  to  escalate  as  a  result  of  decreases  In 
federal  funding.  Every  effort  has  been*  and  will 
continue*  to  be  made  to  secure  alternate  means  of 
funding  In  order  to  minimize  the  financial  Impact  on 
the  Town. 

We  appreciate  the  support  of  Town  agencies*  all  of 
whom  have  assisted  In  the  resolution  of  health  related 
problems.

ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


The  year  1987  has  without  question*  been  an 
extremely  challenging*  trying  and  frustrating  year  for 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  We  have  seen  our 
decisions  Ignored*  and  violations  of  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  go  unenforced.  We  have  seen  these  problems 
outlined  repeatedly  In  the  newspapers*  In  editorials* 
at  public  hearings  and  yet*  the  only  corrective  action 
taken  is  cosmetic.  The  problems  still  continue  to 
exist  and  necessary  corrective  action  from  the 
appropriated  body  Is  still  absent.  While  the  Board 
will  stand  firm  In  our  efforts  to  uphold  the  Zoning 
By-Laws*  we  sometimes  question  the  necessity  of  a 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  existence.  The  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals  IS  NOT  an  enforcement  board.  It  Is  first 
an  appellate  body*  to  either  confirm  or  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  Building  Inspector.  It  can  Issue 
provisions  and/or  restrictions  as  It  deems  necessary 
to  protect  the  public  Interest.  We  expect  those 
provisions  and/or  restrictions  to  be  enforced  as  well 
and  without  having  to  go  to  the  brink  of  litigation. 
We  have  the  right*  as  well  as  the  public*  to  question 
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the  lack  of  enforcement  of  either  our  decisions  or  the 
Zoning  By-Laws.  If  the  Town  of  Eastham  Is  to  remain 
as  one  of  the  nicest  Towns  on  Cape  Cod*  then  It 
behooves  not  only  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  to 
question  and  Insist  on  enforcement*  but  every  citizen 
of  the  community  to  participate. 

During  1987*  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  demanded 
and  received  three  Joint  public  hearings  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen*  only  to  receive  cosmetic 
assurances  corrective  action  would  be  taken. 

During  1987*  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  heard 
twenty-four  petitions  for  variances  and/or  Special 
Permits*  with  the  following  results: 


Also*  during  the  past  year*  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  lost  as  members*  Susan  Goodrich*  Joseph 
Gosselln  and  William  Eager*  to  whom  we  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  for  their  time  and  dedication  to  the 
Town  of  Eastham.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Eastham 

The  Planning  Board  has  completed  Its  busiest  year 
ever.  We  held  17  hearings  at  our  regular  meetings  — 
creating  126  new  lots.  Also^  there  were  42  "Approval 
Not  Required"  plans  submitted  and  signed^  creating  92 
lots  —  some  plans  were  redivisions  of  earlier  ones. 
Total  income  far  exceeded  any  previous  year!  As  in 
1986  there  were  many  Preliminary  Plans  filed  prior 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  wherein  property  owners  sought 
protection  against  an  anticipated  Increase  in  lot 
size.  Also*  as  In  1986*  the  Board  held  a  Public 
Hearing  for  the  Zoning  Articles  submitted  by  petition. 
Although  the  Board  opposed  the  Articles  (4)  as 
submitted*  It  did  support  an  amended  Article  to 
Increase  lot  size  to  30*000  square  feet. 

Aside  from  regular  business*  the  most  significant 
activity  of  this  past  year  was  the  publishing  of  the 
proposed  Zoning  By-Law  and  presentation  at  informal 
public  meetings  In  February*  March  and  April.  The 
Input  at  these  meetings  has  necessitated  many  special 
work  meetings  to  revise  the  By-Law  —  particularly  the 
Definitions.  The  help  received  from  the  Board  of 
Appeals  in  this  endeavor  was  sincerely  appreciated. 
It  Is  anticipated  to  bring  the  revised  Zoning  By-Law 
before  the  voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  In  early 
1988. 

Numerous  other  matters  occupied  our  time  this  past 
year.  We  met  with  the  4-Town  Planner  on  Affordable 
Housing.  Road  acceptance  Articles  were  discussed. 
Concern  was  expressed  on  violations  of  the  Zoning 
By-Law.  There  were  many  meetings  with  Town  Council  on 
legal  and  other  matters  Involving  the  Board.  We  voted 
to  adopt  Street  Numbering  system  presented  by  that 
Committee.  Support  was  given  for  a  Planning  grant 
Involving  Eastham  and  Wellfleet  —  funding  will  be 
sought  In  early  1988.  We  commenced  formulation  of 
revisions  to  our  subdivision  rules  and  regulations* 
which    will    be    updated  this  coming  year.    As  In  past 
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years*  many  citizens  met  with  the  Board  to  express 
concerns  and  opinions  and  to  seek  answers  and  advice 
to  their  questions. 

The  Board  deeply  regretted  Dick  Nicker son's  decision 

not    to    seek    re-election.  He    has  contributed  many 

years  of  valuable  service  and  we  certainly  extend  our 
sincere  appreciation  to  him. 

We  welcome  our  newest  member*  Frank  Salomone.

The  grant  process 
and  Initial  applications  were  filed  by  the  Town  of 
Harwich  which  controlled  the  grant  once  It  was 
awarded.  In  add  1 1 Ion  *  the  Cape  Cod  Bank  &  Trust 
offered  the  towns  of  Barnstable  County  matching  grants 
for  basically  the  same  purpose.  With  the  passage  of 
an  article  In  the  1986  Annual  Town  Meeting  for 
matching  funds*  an  amount  of  $5*000.00  was  added  to 
the  account  by  each  of  the  participating  towns. 

Basically*  the  project  was  designed  to  garner 
Information  on  each  town  which  will  determine  the  area 
of  population*  density*  open  space*  water  resources* 
types  of  housing*  resources*  wetlands  and  other  data 
vital  to  the  decision  making  process.  The  grant 
covered  a  two-year  period  and  will  be  completed  this 
year.  Accumulated  data  will  provide  pertinent 
Information  for  many  boards  and  commissions  as  well  as 
a  housing  authority.

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HIGHWAY  SURVEYORS  REPORT 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  In  the  Town  of 
Eastham  Is  an  important  part  of  our  existence  and 
environment.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
reconstruction*  maintenance*  sanding  and  snow  plowing 
of  al I  Town-owned  roads.  They  also  maintain  all  our 
beaches*  parks*  cemeteries  and  harbors  as  wel I  as  the 
landfill  and  sanitary  disposal  areas. 

During  the  past  year  they  have  resurfaced  parts  of 
Herrlngbrook  Road  and  Campground  Road  In  a  continued 
program  of  utilizing  State  funds  for  road  Improvement. 
The  department  also  sea  I  cast  a  number  of  roads  with 
ol I  and  sand. 

New  purchases  during  the  past  year  Included  a 
front-end  loader*  capable  of  handling  all  the  work  of 
the  Town;  and  two  sanders  to  replace  older  equipment. 
These  purchases  are  In  line  with  planned  replacement 
of  equipment  within  the  department. 

One  of  the  problems  of  the  department*  at  this 
writing*  is  the  hiring  of  new  personnel.  The  scarcity 
of  Individuals  Interested  In  this  type  of  employment 
has  sharply  decreased  with  the  passing  years. 

The  Town  of  Eastham  Is  fortunate  to  have  a  very 
capable  staff  In  this  department.  They  are 
conscientious  and  most  responsive  to  your  needs  for 
which  we  are  grateful.

Eastham  Elementary  School  Building  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


After  almost  two  years  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools^  I  am  still  very  impressed  with  the  quality  of 
education  offered  by  the  Nauset  Schools.  I  believe 
that  this  high  quality  results  from  a  competent  and 
dedicated  staff  as  well  as  from  a  supportive  and 
concerned  citizenry.  Many  efforts  are  being  made  to 
continue  our  high  educational  standards*  and  I  mention 
some  of  them  here. 

At  the  annual  town  meetings  this  Spring*  the 
Regional  School  Committee  will  ask  each  of  the  four 
member  towns  to  amend  the  Regional  Agreement  so  that 
fifth  grade  students  will  remain  at  the  elementary 
schools.  The  Committee  feels  that  this  action  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  children  and  will  be 
cost  effective  as  well.  As  a  result*  the  Orleans 
Building  Committee*  which  is  currently  working  on 
plans  to  expand  the  elementary  school*  will  ask  the 
town  to  appropriate  funds  for  a  facility  which  will 
accommodate  approximately  360  students  in  grades  K-5. 

District-wide  our  professional  staff  continues  to 
actively  pursue  in-service  training  and  other  forms 
of  professional  development.  This  year  the  school 
department  is  offering  a  staff  development  program  in 
Effective  Teaching  and  Supervision  which  is  based  on 
current  research  as  developed  by  Dr.  Madelyn  Hunter  of 
U.C.L.A.  I  believe  that  this  program  will  enhance  our 
teaching  effectiveness  throughout  the  schools. 

In  addition*  we  have  developed  a  procedure  for 
assessing  and  revising  a  portion  of  our  curriculum  on 
an  annual  basis.  This  procedure  will  enable  us  to 
make  the  revisions  in  part  of  our  curriculum  —  this 
year  we  will  review  Math  and  Health  —  and  to  budget 
an  appropriate  amount  of  money  in  order  to  implement 
those  changes. 

Another  goal  of  our  schools  this  year  has  been  to 
address  the  problem  of  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  among 
our    students.      Although  the  problem  is  no  greater  at 
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Nauset  than  It  Is  In  any  other  school  system*  It  Is 
nevertheless  a  problem  that  we  must  face.  A  Drug  Task 
Force  Committee*  appointed  by  the  school  committee* 
has  made  several  recommendations  In  areas  of  student 
discipline*  curricula  changes*  community  awareness 
programs*  and  student  assistance  programs*  and  many  of 
Its  recommendations  are  now  being  Implemented.  While 
the  schools  cannot  solve  the  problem  of  substance 
abuse*  I  am  confident  that  our  efforts  can  make  a 
difference  and  will  help  to  mitigate  some  of  the 
substance  abuse  problems  that  we  encounter  In  our 
schools  and  In  our  communities. 

I  close  my  report  by  urging  all  citizens  of  the 
district  to  remain  actively  Involved  In  the  education 
of  our  youth.  Education  Involves  a  close  partnership 
between  the  school  and  the  home*  and  we  must  work 
together  for  the  good  of  our  students.  I  have  been 
very  pleased  with  the  quality  of  the  Nauset  Schools* 
and  with  your  support*  I  am  confident  we  can  continue 
our  high  standards.

The  year  1987  was  very  successful  for  Cape  Cod 
Tech.  Eight  of  our  shops  represented  their 
educational  programs  at  the  Cape  Cod  Mall  Show  In  late 
February*  and  a  very  fine  Open  House  was  held  at  Cape 
Cod  Tech  during  the  same  week.  Our  basketball  teams 
received  the  annual  Sportsmanship  Award  from  the  Cape 
Cod  Basketball  officials*  and  we  congratulate  the 
teams  and  their  coaches.  In  June*  eleven  of  our 
students  went  to  Kansas  to  represent  our  school  at  the 
National  Olympics  for  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs 
of  America  (VICA).  They  won  this  privilege  by  winning 
gold  medals  at  the  state  and  regional  contest  levels. 
We  are  very  proud  of  their  accomplishments  and  look 
forward  to  Increased  competition  In  all  of  our 
departments  next  year.  Congratulations  to  these 
students*  their  teachers*  and  the  School  Committee  for 
supporting  this  effort. 

During  the  summer  months*  we  shared  our  facilities 
with  the  Barnstable  County  Registry  of  Deeds*  the 
Probate  Court*  the  Land  Court*  and  the  Extension 
Services.

This 
signing  culminated  a  two-year  space  needs  committee 
process  and  began  Its  building  project.  I  am 
personally  grateful  to  all  of  the  town's  people  for 
your  support  of  this  project.  The  Building  Committee 
consists  of:  James  Badera*  Chairperson*  Edward 
Murphy*  Donna  Walsh*  Dorothea  Stevens*  Robert  Derow*

Daniel  Shay  and  Royal  Thurston. 
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Our  school  personnel  honored  Mrs.  Winifred  WIersma* 
cafeteria  manager*  who  retired  from  our  school  with 
over  20  years  of  service,  Mrs.  Jorle  Wragg*  speech 
teacher *  left  us  to  return  to  school  and  we  welcomed 
Mrs.  Nancy  O'Connell  as  our  new  speech  teacher.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  AND  LIBRARY 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


Planning  for  the  construction  of  our  building 
addition  dominates  the  1987  Library  news.  Early  In 
the  year,  the  plans  were  finalized  and  put  out  for 
bids.  In  May,  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  approved, 
almost  unanimously,  the  Building  Committee's  request 
for  an  appropriation  of  $695,000.00  to  cover  the  cost 
of  a  substantial  increase  In  the  library  space, 
renovation  of  existing  building,  as  well  as 
furnishings,  carpeting  and  landscaping  for  the  new 
facility.  Two  weeks  later.  Townspeople  supported  the 
Town  Meeting  decision  by  voting  to  exempt  the  Library 
Building  appropriation  from  Proposition  2  1/2. 

In  June  a  contract  for  renovation  and  new 
construction  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Sullivan 
and  Foster  of  New  Bedford.  They  started  work  in  July 
and  are  about  70%  complete  at  this  time.  We  expect 
that  the  new  library  will  be  completed  and  ready  for 
business  In  the  Spring  of  1988. 

Visitors  to  the  new  building  will  find  a  more 
spacious,  gracious  library  to  serve  them.  They  will 
approach  via  a  one-way  driveway,  planned  to  increase 
user  safety.  The  tone  of  the  library  Is  set  by  the 
new  vestibule  —  light,  airy  and  friendly.  Patrons 
can  access  the  upper  level  via  a  short  flight  of 
stairs  or  a  chair  lift.  Once  on  the  main  floor,  to 
the  right  Is  the  genealogy/reference  room,  reading 
room,    card    catalog    and  new  rest  rooms.    To  the  left 
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are  the  seven-day  books*  and  a  large  room  for  the 
fiction  and  nonflctlon  collections  plus  tables  and 
chairs  for  browsing/reading  as  well  as  a  lovely  view 
of  Long  Pond. 

Downstairs  Is  an  all-new  children  and  young  adult 
room*  rest  rooms*  a  conference  room*  the  Library 
Director's  office*  mechanical  room*  storage  area  and 
staff  lounge.  Visitors  enter  from  ground  level  via  a 
doorway  on  the  pond  site  or  by  way  of  a  stairway  from 
the  upper  level . 

The  final  plans  for  the  project  Included  provisions 
for  keeping  the  library  open  and  operations  as  close 
to  normal  as  possible  during  construction.  We  believe 
this  was  a  sound  decision*  but  It  has  presented  unique 
challenges  to  the  staff  and  the  patrons.  These  have 
Included*  little  or  no  heat  In  the  building  through 
January  1988*  a  period  of  weeks  when  there  were  no 
sanitary  facilities*  the  need  to  move  a  portion  of  our 
book  collection  Into  temporary  storage  (the  Swift 
Daley  House)*  and  almost  continued  worker  movement* 
and  noise  associated  with  any  construction  process. 

The  library  has  continued  to  provide  for  the  needs 
of  the  public.  It  has  been  almost  as  busy  as  before 
construction  started  and  circulation  has  dropped  only 
slightly.  The  staff  and  volunteers  have  faced  the 
problems  cheerfully  and  with  admirable  fortitude. 
Their  attitude  Is  typified  by  Library  Director*  Jane 
Eldrldge's  comment  when  one  of  the  patrons  offered 
sympathy*  "How  can  unsettled  conditions  which  are 
leading  to  the  fulfillment  of  a  dream  be  thought  of  as 
difficult?"  We  owe  the  entire  staff  —  Jane*  her  able 
assistant*  Fran  McLoughlln*  Helen*  Katie*  Grace* 
Martle*  Linda*  Millie  and  all  the  volunteers  for 
service  about  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty. 

The  Building  Committee  has  enjoyed  working  with 
Charlie  Deane*  the  project  leader  for  Gaffney 
Architects*  on  our  assignment.  We  are  pleased  with 
the  external  design  and  believe  that  the  Internal 
layout  Is  both  functional  and  aesthetically  pleasing. 
During  the  construction  phase*  Charlie  has  worked 
assiduously     to    represent    our    Interests    with  the 
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contractor. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Library  and  the  Building 
Committee  have  appreciated  the  strong  support  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Eastham  Library.  They  have  contributed 
significantly  to  the  overall  success  of  the  library  In 
time*  effort  and  gifts.  In  the  past  four  years  they 
have  provided  similar  encouragement  to  the  building 
program. 

The  library  received  an  outstanding  gift  In  1987*  a 
large  framed  print  of  "the  Four  Freedoms"  by  Norman 
Rockwell*  signed  by  the  artist.  We  appreciate  Mr. 
Leuallen's  generosity  In  donating  these  Interesting 
and  valuable  pictures  to  the  library. 

Finally*  this  report  would  not  be  complete  without 
an  update  on  Melville.  A  dues  paying  member  of  the 
National  Library  Cat  Club*  he  has  been  mentioned 
frequently  In  their  newsletter  and  Is  on  his  way  to 
becoming  a  celebrity.  He  Is  happily  spending  the 
winter  with  the  Library  Director*  away  from  the 
hurly-burly  of  the  construction  project*  but  will  take 
up  library  residence  again  In  the  spring.

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NATURAL  RESOURCES  DEPARTMENT 


Together  with  an  Increase  In  population  comes  an 
Increase  In  pressure  on  our  environment  and  this  has 
been  clearly  shown  by  the  emphasis  on  pollution 
problems  which  this  department  has  worked  on  during 
the  past  year.  Shellfish  area  closures  have  prompted 
us  to  monitor  the  tidal  waters  and  freshwater  areas 
for  evidence  of  problems.  We  have  participated  In  a 
study  conducted  by  the  EPA  to  determine  groundwater 
flow  direction  and  quality.  Several  accidental  spills 
of    oil  during  the  year  have  also  commanded  attention. 

The  propagation  of  quahogs  has  continued  with 
success  and  we  are  planting  seed  stock  throughout  the 
Town's  waters  during  the  summer  months.  Oyster  Sunday 
occurred  In  the  spring  and  harvest  continued  until 
summer.  However*  oysters  were  not  available  for 
transplant  this  year  at  alU  and  the  prospects  are 
uncertain  for  future  relays.  Scallops  were 
nonexistent  as  a  result  of  last  year's  poor  set*  and 
that  was  followed  by  another  poor  set  this  summer. 

The  strandlngs  of  whales  on  our  beaches*  an  event 
which  has  become  Increasingly  regular  during  the  late 
fall  and  winter  months  did  occur  again  this  year.  A 
female  humpback  whale  which  had  died  at  sea  earlier 
washed  ashore  near  Thumpertown  Beach  In  November. 
This  was  the  first  of  more  than  20  whales  which 
succumbed  to  an  as  yet  undetermined  toxin  which  they 
ate.  The  evidence  collected  so  far  Indicates  that  the 
toxin  was  not  an  accidental  spill*  but  rather  a 
peculiar  series  of  events  which  are  naturally 
occurring.  Work  has  continued  on  the  organization  of 
responses  plans  regarding  mass  strandlngs  of  pilot 
whales*  but  the  pilot  whales  stayed  offshore. 

An  evaluation  of  the  alternatives  for  activity  and 
expansion  of  Rock  Harbor  was  completed  under  a 
matching  grant  from  the  CEIP  Fund*  Inc.  Together  with 
this  report  we  are  pursuing  available  funding  options 
and  developing  a  plan  for  the  future  management  of 
Rock    Harbor.    A  building*  donated  to  the  Town  for  use 
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by  the  harbormaster  was  moved  to  the  harbor  area  and 
will  also  house  the  various  equipment  used  there. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  who  have  been 
of  assistance  to  us  In  our  efforts  this  year.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


The        Conservation  Commission's  primary 

responsibility  Is  the  continuing  protection  of 
Eastham's  wetland  resource  areas  through  the 
Interpretation*  administration  and  enforcement  of  the 
State  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (Mass.  General  Laws  131* 
Sec.  40)*  the  State  Wetlands  Restriction  Acts  (MGL 
130,  Sec.  105  and  MGL  131  Sec.  40A)  and  the  1980 
Eastham  Wetlands  Protection  By-law.  In  1987  the 
Commission  held  over  eighty  public  hearings  for 
applicants  who  proposed  construction  or  other  work  on 
or  near  wetlands.  The  Commission  holds  Its  public 
hearings  on  alternate  Tuesday  evenings.  Each  hearing 
Is  preceded  by  an  on-site  Inspection  by  commissioners* 
who  walk  the  property  and  view  the  location  of  the 
proposed  work. 

The  Conservation  Commission  Is  committed  to 
providing  additional  protection  as  needed  for 
Eastham' s  precious  wetland  resources  —  our  salt 
marshes*  ponds*  and  ocean  and  bay  shores  and  beaches 
—  and  to  that  end  Is  In  the  process  of  writing 
specific  regulations  under  the  Town's  Wetlands 
Protection  By-law.  The  Commission  feels  that  this  Is 
of  particular  Importance  In  the  ACEC  (Area  of  Critical 
Environmental  Concern:  the  bay  shore  from  First 
Encounter  Beach  south  to  Rock  Harbor)*  as  well  as  In 
such  other  sensitive  environmental  areas  as  Salt  Pond* 
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the  herring  run*  our  salt  marshes  and  our  eroding 
shore  1 1 ne. 

The  Conservation  Commission  believes  that  one  of 
Its  functions  Is  to  provide  community  service  and 
education.  The  seedling  distribution  program* 
relnstltuted  In  1987  after  a  three-year  hiatus*  was 
highly  successful  and  will  be  continued  In  1988.  The 
Commission  and  the  Natural  Resources  Department 
jointly  produced  a  pocket-sized  local  tide  chart  and 
shellflshing  calendar  which  was  distributed  free  of 
charge  to  Eastham's  residents  and  visitors.  The 
Commission  Is  In  the  process  of  preparing  a  brochure 
on  the  use  of  beach  grass  planting  and  snow  fencing  to 
prevent  coastal  erosion. 

The  Conservation  Commission  enjoys  a  good  working 
relationship  with  the  National  Park  Service*  and  has 
had  Input  Into  such  National  Seashore  projects  as  the 
relocation  of  the  Three  Sisters  Lighthouses*  the 
development  of  a  walking  trail  adjacent  to  the  paved 
bikeway  between  the  Salt  Pond  Visitors'  Center  and 
Coast  Guard  Beach*  and  the  removal  of  the  remaining 
asphalt  left  at  Coast  Guard  Beach  after  the  great 
storm  of  1978. 

Members  of  the  Eastham  Conservation  Commission 
serve  on  the  Cape  Cod  Coalition  of  Conservation 
Commissions*  the  Barnstable  County  Conservation 
Commission*  the. Eastham  Open  Space  Committee  and  the 
newly-formed  Housing  Opportunity  Program  of  Eastham. 
Commissioners  In  1987  attended  meetings  and  workshops 
sponsored  by  such  groups  as  the  Mass.  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering*  the  Mass. 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions*  the  Cape  Cod 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission*  and  the 
Association  for  the  Preservation  of  Cape  Cod. 
Locally*  commission  members  attend  Planning  Board* 
Board  of  Health*  and  other  town  board  meetings 
whenever  their  deliberations  affect  areas  under  our 
Jurisdiction.

SOLID  WASTE  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  the  spring  of  1987  a  Solid 
Waste  Advisory  Committee  was  authorized.  The 
Selectmen  appointed  the  following  to  the  committee: 
Dr.  Burt  Bennlson*  Roy  Colby^  David  Aagles>  Howard 
Progner*  Bernard  Richardson*  Donald  Sander  and  William 
Wlldman.  This  committee  studies  solid  waste  matters 
referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  then 
offers  recommendations. 

The  first  recommendation  involved  as  study  and 
conclusion  that  a  transfer  station  for  loading  solid 
waste  for  transportation  to  SEMASS  at  Rochester* 
Massachusetts*  would  best  meet  DEQE  Regulations  and 
result  in  the  least  impact  on  the  environment  and 
traffic  patterns  if  it  were  to  be  located  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  present  landfill.  Another 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was  that  the  Selectmen 
follow  the  action  of  any  other  towns  In  Massachusetts 
seeking  to  conserve  what  is  left  of  their  landfill 
areas  by  prohibiting  reception  of  building  debris*  and 
that  a  system  of  fees  at  least  equivalent  to  those 
charged  by  adjoining  towns  for  use  of  the  landfill. 

The  most  recent  action  of  the  committee  was  to 
advise  the  Selectmen  to  reject  all  bids  for  the 
engineering  of  the  proposed  transfer    station    on  the 
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grounds  that  bids  ranging  from  around  $40*000.00  to 
$90*000.00  were  excessive*  and  that  the  facilities 
proposed  in  the  bids  were  more  extensive  than 
necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Town  of  Eastham. 
The  Committee  further  recommended  to  the  Selectmen 
that  another  request  for  bids  be  published  for  a 
simpler  design  of  a  transfer  station*  and  which  would 
also  Invite  proposals  for  renting  of  equipment  and 
hauling  to  Rochester. 

Selectman  Ralph  L.  Earle*  Sr.*  has  acted  as  liaison 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  has  participated  in 
every  committee  meeting.

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  was  formed  by  the  appointment  of  the 
following  members  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen:  Morton 
Stevens*  Daniel  Pease*  Leila  Bennlson*  and  Charles 
Deane  and  two  alternates*  Collie  Cook  and  Chester 
Ranlett. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  July  15*  1987*  and 
the  following  officers  were  elected:  Morton  Stevens* 
Chairman*  Daniel  Pease*  Vice  Chairman*  and  Collie 
Cook*  Secretary.  Since  then  Collie  Cook  was  appointed 
a  member  and  Elizabeth  Pratt  was  appointed  as  an 
alternate.  Daniel  Pease  was  elected  Chairman  with  the 
resignation  of  Morton  Stevens*  due  to  health  reasons. 

An  error  In  the  wording  concerning  the  boundary  of 
the  Old  Town  Centre  Historic  District  was  rectified 
and  the  amendment  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  vote  at 
the  Eastham  Town  Meeting  In  October. 

The  forms:  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  and 
Certificate  on  Non-AppI Icabl I Ity  were  drawn  up  and 
made  available  at  the  Eastham  Town  Hall  to  be  used  by 
all  residents  of  the  Historic  District  for  any 
exterior  changes  to  their  properties  or  for  any  new 
construction.      All  residents  within  the  district  were 
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notified  by  letter  concerning  the  procedure  to  follow. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  December  14th  to  act 
on  the  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Peter  Leather  for  the  construction  of  a  new  home  on 
Locust  Road.  The  application  was  unanimously 
approved.  Haze  Pease  submitted  a  Certificate  of 
Non-AppI IcabI I Ity  concerning  the  placing  of  signs 
denoting  the  name  and  age  of  the  antique  houses  In  the 
District  by  the  Eastham  Historical  Society.  Approval 
was  granted.

WATER  RESOURCES  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Water  Resources  Advisory  Committee  was  convened 
as  an  ad  hoc  committee  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  In 
January*  1987.  Initially*  the  members  established 
that  the  goal  of  the  committee  was: 

Iq  provide  Eastham    with  water  management  options 

for  the  future. 

Recognizing  that  a  good  water  supply  Is  essential 
for  Eastham*  the  committee  agreed  to  three  objectives: 

1.  To  establish  the  quantity  of  drinking  water 
available  to  the  town  and  to  the  owner  of  a 
typical  half-acre  residential  lot. 

2.  To  establish  the  qua! Ity  of  the  drinking  water 
available  to  the  town  and  the  residential  lot 
owner. 

3.  To  examine  alternative  systems  of  water  supply. 
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The  annua!  Town  Meeting  of  May  A,  1987  established 
the  Water  Resources  Advisory  Committee  (WRAC)  as  a 
standing  committee  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  as  of  July 
U  1987.  The  committee  convened  July  6>  1987  for  the 
first  time*  organized*  and  as  Its  first  action* 
ratified  the  goals  and  objectives  established 
previously  by  the  ad  hoc  committee. 

The  committee  has  established  that  the  quantity  of 
fresh  water  available  on  a  typical  half-acre 
residential  lot  Is  adequate  for  anticipated  family  use 
provided  that  most  of  the  ground  water  used  Is 
returned  to  ground  water  and  NOT  removed  from  the 
aquifer  by  sewer  systems  to  an  ocean  outfall.  In 
reaching  this  position*  many  expert  resources  were 
consulted  Including  hydrologlsts*  geologists  and  other 
specialists  at  federal*  state  and  local  agencies. 

In  July*  the  committee  sponsored  a  conference  In 
Eastham  on  ground  water.  Invited  participants 
Included  personnel  from  the  USGS  (Drs.  Frimpter  & 
Barlow)*  DEQE  (Ms.  Gallagher)*  CCPEDC  (Ms.  NIckerson* 
Ms.  Belfit)  and  BO^ED  (Dr.  Butler).  Conferees  led  by 
Dr.  Frimpter*  discussed  the  hydrogeo log  leal  nature  of 
Eastham' s  ground  water*  potential  and  actual 
contamination  problems  and  management  options 
available  to  the  town. 

In  November*  a  Joint  meeting  of  the  county  health 
agents  and  the  Barnstable  County  Water  Resources 
Advisory  Committee  received  the  report  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Aquifer  Management  Program  which  Included  a  management 
model  for  Eastham. 

The  committee  spent  considerable  time  collecting 
Information  on  ground  water  contamination  In  Eastham 
and  discussing  Its  Implications*  concluding  that: 

"While  the  evidence  presented  In  draft  discussion 
documents  Is  Incomplete*  the  evidence  suggests  that 
Eastham  has  water  quality  problems  which  require 
further  examination  and  the  development  of  both 
short  and    long    term    water    management  options." 

In  recent  discussions*  the  committee  has  Identified 
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chemical  substances  and  living  organisms  which  present 
hazards  to  health  and  the  sources  of  such 
contamination  which  may  exist  In  a  community  such  as 
Eastham.  Any  strategy  for  ground  water  protection 
requires  broad  awareness  of  these  hazards  and  the 
ability  to  monitor  for  their  presence. 

Currently*  the  committee  Is  working  on 
recommendations  for  the  regulation  of  private  wells 
which  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Health  In  the 
near  future.  These  are  near  term  options  which  will 
Insure  (1)  that  wells  are  properly  Installed  and  are 
sited  In  such  a  way  as  to  minimize  the  likelihood  of 
contamination;  (2)  that  minimum  water  quality 
objectives  are  established;  and  (3)  that  water  quality 
Information  and  record  systems  be  established  and 
maintained. 

Long-term  options  which  will  be  addressed  Include 
recommendations  for  the  establishment  of  a  ground 
water  protection  district  In  order  to  assure  that  a 
suitable  site  for  a  municipal  water  supply  system  will 
have  been  Identified  and  protected  should  It  be  needed 
In  the  future.

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HOUSING  OPPORTUNITY  PARTNERSHIP 
OF  EASTHAM  (HOPE) 


To  the  residents: 

The  Housing  Opportunity  Partnership  of  Eastham 
(H.O.P.E.)f  was  organized  by  the  Selectmen  In  November 
1987*  to  receive  and  evaluate  real  estate  development 
proposals  that  will  apply  for  consideration  under  the 
State's  Housing  Opportunity  Partnership  Program. 

This  State  program  was  funded  to  encourage  private 
developers  In  the  construction  and  renovation  of 
affordable  housing.  In  return  for  a  State  waiver  of 
local  zoning  ordinances*  the  developer  Is  to  set  aside 
thirty  percent  of  the  proposed  units  to  sell  for  an 
average  of  $75*000.00  per  unit.  The  rest  of  the 
residential  units  may  be  sold  at  fair  market  value. 
The  State  Is  not  authorized  to  override  any  other 
local  ordinances  regarding  environment*  sewage  and 
water*  or  public  safety.  The  affordable  units  carry 
with  them  a  restricted  deed  to  discourage  speculation 
among  their  first-time  buyers. 

It  Is  Important  to  recognize  that  this  State 
program  (H.O.P.)*  Is  not  designed  to  solve  all  the 
needs  for  moderate  I y-pr Iced  homes.  It  does  not 
provide  shelter  for  the  homeless  or  low- Income 
families  —  those  with  a  household  Income  of  less 
than*  say  $20*000.00  per  year.  (The  typical  household 
Income  for  one  of  these  H.O.P.  residences  will  be 
about  $20*000.00  to  $40*000.00  per  year).  Nor  does 
this  particular  State  Program  address  the  need  for 
affordable  homes  for  the  elderly*  non-f Irst-t Ime 
buyer. 

The  H.O.P.E.  Committee  has  been  meeting  at  least 
twice  a  month  to  set  guidelines  and  approval 
procedures  for  Interested  developers.  This  has  been 
complicated  somewhat  by  the  State's  changing 
requirements  for  housing  proposals  of  this  kind.  We 
have  received  a  State  grant  enabling  us  to  hire  a 
professional  consultant  to  help  us  understand  the 
fairly  complex  process  the  State  requires. 
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We  encourage  Interested  residents  of  Eastham  to 
attend  our  meetings  and  help  us  better  serve  the 
community.  We  also  encourage  real  estate  developers 
to  meet  with  us  to  discuss  any  projects  that  might  be 
evaluated  by  the  State  H.O.P.  Program  for  eventual 
buyer  assistance.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


For  the  Council  on  Aging  1987  was*  In  a  sense*  a 
harvest  time  —  the  fruit  of  many  arduous  years  which 
came  Into  being  when  the  Council  moved  from  Town 
Hall's  basement  Into  Its  new  Center  on  Nauset  Road. 
Here  at  last*  as  a  result  of  the  extraordinary  efforts 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging*  Inc.*  the 
Council  can  provide  services  to  fill  the  needs  of  the 
senior  citizens  of  Eastham  In  quarters  that  are 
comfortable*  functional  and  attractive. 

One  service*  In  which  the  Eastham  and  Wellfleet 
Councils  on  Aging  work  together*  Is  the  Lower  Cape 
Adult  Day  Center  for  frail  and  lonely  elder  citizens. 
This  operation  had  been  renting  space  In  the  Eastham 
Methodist  Church  before  It  moved  to  Nauset    Road.  In 
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\ff  some  two  dozen  persons*  some  of  whom  suffer  from 
Alzheimer's  or  Parkinson's  Diseases*  benefit  from 
special  programs  up  to  four  days  a  week.  The  Staff 
comprises  these  caring  members:  LuAnn  Dupree*  Program 
Director;  Barbara  Ellis*  Senior  Aide;  Beverly  Strand* 
Program  Assistant;  and  Joyce  FIsck*  Activity  Director. 

For  the  many  elderly  people  In  Eastham  who  need 
help  but  cannot  leave  home  because  of  Illness* 
infirmity  or  some  other  obstacle*  the  Council's 
Outreach  Program*  with  Cecllle  Carpenter  and  Vera 
Matousek*  as  liaison  workers*  continues  to  provide 
care  whenever  and  wherever  It  Is  abie.  Over  the 
fiscal  year*  1*325  home  visits  were  made. 

In  the  same  period*  3*697  Meals  on  Wheels  were 
distributed*  while  1*500  congregate  luncheons  were 
served. 

In  these  and  Its  many  other  programs*  as  listed 
below*  the  Council  was  able  to  serve  47%  of  Its 
population  that  is  over  59  years  old;  the  number  of 
people  It  reached  came  to  804.  This  number*  of 
course*  continues  to  grow.  And  as  the  senior 
population  of  Eastham  rises*  Its  needs  can  be  expected 
to  Increase  as  wel I . 

The  most  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  move 
to  the  new  Center*  and  perhaps  the  most  remarkable 
feature  of  that  operation  was  the  cheerful  spirit  with 
which  many  Friends  of  the  Council  donated*  not  only 
money*  but  many  hours  of  labor.  In  addition*  many 
corporations  either  donated  their  services  or  charged 
for  these  only  minimal  amounts. 

For  all  this*  the  Council  and  Eastham's  elderly 
will  always  be  grateful.

In  1987*  recreation  programs  In  Eastham  provided 
organized  Instruction  and  direction  for  over  800 
participants  In  the  following  areas: 


The  quality  of  our  programming  and  staff  has 
attracted  Increased  participation  by  residents  and 
non-residents  alike.  In  addition*  the  Commission  Is 
ever  grateful  for  all  the  volunteers  who  gave  of  their 
time  to  coach  and  provide  other  support.  Clearly* 
their  contribution  Is  an  Invaluable  asset. 

The  Commission  constantly  monitors  fees  and 
salaries  available  to  attract  quality  staff.  In 
particular*  we  devoted  considerable  time  this  year  to 
establishing  an  equitable  pay  scale  for  the  swimming 
program.  This  program  requires  special  certification 
for  both  teaching  and  life  saving  before  someone  Is 
hired.  No  other  (summer)  Job  In  Eastham  requires  such 
training.  In  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
we  re-evaluated  jobs  In  the  swimming  program  and 
raised  pay  levels  so  they  were  competitive  with  other 
Cape  towns  and  the  National  Seashore. 

The  Commission  Initiated  major  repairs  to  the 
tennis  court  fencing  at  the  Eastham  Elementary  School. 
What  had  been  Initially  diagnosed  as  minor  repair  work 
turned  out  to  be  major.  Also*  Guild  Memorial  Baseball 
Field  behind  Town  Hall  saw  several  Improvements.  The 
playing  field  Is  now  In  good  condition.

This  year  there  was  a  marked  Increase  In  the  number 
of  boaters  on  the  Town  Cove  and  Cape  Cod  Bay.  There 
was  also  a  decided  Increase  of  boating  Infractions 
such  as  overloading*  Insufficient  life  saving  devices* 
Improper  water  skiing*  Improper  moorings*  vandalism* 
theft*  search  for  lost  boats*  resetting  of  channel 
markers  In  Town  Cove*  assisting  capsized  sailboats  and 
disabled  motorboats. 

The  launching  ramp  at  Rock  Harbor  was  very  busy  and 
It  was  not  unusual  to  have  a  filled  parking  lot.

The  past  year  showed  continued  growth  in  the  usage 
of  all  Town-owned  beaches.  First  Encounter  continues 
to  be  our  most  active  beach  area*  followed  by 
Campground*  Wiley  Park*  Cook's  Brook  and  South  Sunken 
Meadow.

GOLF  COMMISSION 


During  the  past  seventeen  years*  various  committees 
have  studied  the  possibilities  of  an  eighteen  hole 
Eastham  Municipal  Golf  Course.  Environmental*  land 
use*  recreation  and  recently  economic  aspects  have 
been  Identified.  Experiences  of  other  Cape  Cod  towns 
have  supported  the  several  advantages  of  a  municipal 
golf  course.  The  primary  reason  for  delaying  Town 
Meeting  discussion  of  a  specific  plan  has  been  land 
availability.  There  Is  no  single  parcel  of  Town-owned 
land  large  enough  for  a  golf  course. 

Some  years  ago*  golf  architects  designed  an 
eighteen  hole  course  at  an  Ideal  site  on  the  west  side 
of  Ocean  View  Drive.  The  course  design  overlays  land 
owned  by  Eastham  and  the  National  Seashore.  An 
exchange  of  National  Seashore  property    at    this  site 
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for  Town  property  would  be  necessary  to  make  this 
proposal  a  reality.  An  Inventory  of  Town-owned  land 
within  or  near  the  National  Seashore  boundary  Is 
available.  The  Commission  drafted  a  comprehensive 
land  exchange  proposal.  It  was  approved  In  principle 
by  the  Selectmen  and  submitted  to  the  Eastham 
representative  of  the  Seashore  Advisory  Committee. 

If  a  fair  exchange  of  equal  value  land  can  be 
negotiated*  specific  plans  for  a  golf  course  can  be 
discussed  at  a  Town  Meeting.  Whatever  the  eventual 
decision  for  land  use*  consolidation  of  existing  land 
parcels  would  be  to  everyone's  advantage.
